ONE KIND OR ANOTHER. 

When, some years ago» an Act of 
Parliament robbed the Cinque Ports 
of most of their ancient privileges, 
BrightHngsea. a Cinque Port "limb" 
or "appanage." was In some way 
overlooked. Ccmscciuently its inhabi¬ 
tants are still exempt frdni serving 
on juries, they cannot be taken by 
the press-gang, and the town can 
still appoint its own alc-taster. 

It is at Drightlingsea that the cere¬ 
mony of electing the mayor takes 
place in the belfry of the parish 
church, and there is on ancient sta¬ 
tute still uurcpaalod to the efTect that 
the inhabitants have the privilege of 
wrecking the house of any freeman 
who is foolish enough to refuse the 
honor of election to the town's chief 
civic dignity. 

In at least one manor—that of the 
Earl of Carmarvon—ihc inhabitants 
may cheerfully disregard the enact¬ 
ments of the Ground (jame Act pass¬ 
ed some twenty years ago.

The freedom of the City of London 
carries with it—nominaDy at any rate 
—the right to keep pigs in the parish 
of James, Piccadilly. But oven 
were anyone disposed to avail him- 
W'lf of this liberty, and the sanitary 
authorities failed to object, land in 
that part of London is somewhat too 
costly for profitable pig-farming. 

Much more sensible is the "common 
field” system enjoyed by the people 
of Knockholt, Kent, and at one or 
two other places. A "common field” 
must not be confounded with a "com¬ 
mon.” It is a field belonging to a 
number of separate owners, and is 
divided into long, narrow strips, each 
about 10 "yards wide. Certain rules 
regulate its management. The whole 
field is put under one crop, to the 
cultivation of which its owners con¬ 
tribute equally. They then share 
the proceeds of the crop, and. after 
the harvest is in, each and all of 
them enjoy the "right of shack" — 
that is to isay. they may turn their 
cattle in to feed over the stubble.

In old day.s. and indeed u]) to less 
than a ceniur.v ago, there were hun- 
drod.s of towns and villages in those 
islands which enjoyed special jirivileg- 
vs of one kind or another, says Lon¬ 
don Tit-Hits. Old manorial courts 
j held jurisdiction in certain areas, nnd 
their rights to punish, row,aid. levy 
rales, and make* local apiK>intnients 
were recognized a.s thoroughly as arc 
to-dny those of the local assizes or 
the County Councils. 

These courts were known as courts 
Icet, courts customary, and courts 
baron. In niany [ilaces the sites 
whore these ancient tribunals sat are 
•till pointed out. NoiW Leominster, 
for instance, which is a Herefordshire 
market town, a magnificent old elm 
goes by the name of the Court Leot 
Elm. The court once sat beneath its 
fehade. 

At Mottisfont, near Romsey, ^ourt 
baroD still survives, but its powers 
arc limited. 

The pretty village of Bcoconsfield, 
In Huckinghamshire, occasionally 
holds a court leet, the members of 
Which are selected from the freehold¬ 
ers of the jilace. 'Tliis court as¬ 
sembles for the purpose of choosing 
the parish constable, town crier, ale- 
taster, and j ay warden. The court 
has to be convened by the lord of the 
manor, and meets very infrequently.

MEN GROWING TALLER. 

Our Ancestors Puny Compared 
With Athletes of To-day. 

A walk through the Tower of Lon¬ 
don will convince any person that 
the armorclaid l.nights of mediaeval 
days were puny men compared with 
the athlete of to-day, says the Lon¬ 
don Express. 

The exi>crimcnt of getting into wiits 
of old armor in country housea has 
often proved that the "legs” are far 
too short for the average man of 
the present generation. 

A well known anthropologist at the 
British Museum says that tmdoubted- 
ly the British race is taller than it . 
was several hundred years ago. 

“I think; however, that the mediae- | 
val man was deeper chested and ' 
broader in the shoulders.” he said. 

“The old armor, if a man of good 
a^'erage height could souceze Into It 
to-day. would be found loose fitting 
in the shoulders and at the chest. 

“The tallestr men in the world come 
from Galloway and Perthshire, and 
Yorkshire’s average is a fine one. Cv*- 
on that of southwest England and 
South Waleo—5 feet 6 inches—is far 
higher than that of many of the Con¬ 
tinental nations. 

“The tallest men after the men of 
Galloway, who have an average of 
nearly six feet, arc the FuLahs of the 
Flinch Soudan, and the Patagonians 
are belie>*ed t<* hold a very good ov¬ 
erage.” 

In London the average is as low 
as in South Wales, and the little mozt' 
frequently a^s why be should have

51 comp’anies 
of infantry and six batteries of artil- 
ler.v—altogether 25,000 men. «j>read 
over a stretch of country about 1250 
miles in length. This number, seem- 
ingl.v, is inadequate, but although 
the troops never know what point is 
threatened with attack, the bandits 
are equally at a disadvantage, as they 
niav effitop into collisslon with a de- 
tacTIir.cnt of the railway guards, who 
are constantly patrolling, not on¬ 
ly the entire length of the railway 
line, but also tlie country for thirty 
miles to the right and loft. Thi* 
work of patrolling is facilitated by 
the fact that thoj t'hin *>80 have a hor¬ 
ror of the darkness, shutting thoni- 
.sclves up in their houses at sunset 
and not emerging again until it is 
broad daylight. Eor the Chunchuses. 
however, not onl.v does night present 
no terrors, but they prefer to carry 
' out their misdeeds 
I UNDKR COVKR OF DARKNKS.S, 
[There is. consequently, no doubt a 
man captured in the night is cither 
a Chunchusc or a Japanese in dis¬ 
guise. By day it is dilfictilt to dis- 
^tinguiab. peaceful (’hinamen ' from 
Chunchuses. the only dificrence being 
jin the arms carried by the latter. 
After an attempt on the line the 
bandits make ofi at full gallop in the 
I direction of the villages. 'ITioy Inde 
[their arms, and then with the most 
natural air in the world confront the 
I soldiers, mingle in the crowd of vil¬ 
lagers. who do not dare to denounce 
I them for fear of subsequent venge- 
[ance. Besides hunting Ch'inchusos. 
the frontier guard has to defend the 
I railway from possible attacks by 
Chinese regtdar troops. Bridges, tun¬ 
nels and all the principal points arc 
defended by strong detachments with 
artillery. Chinese soldiers and Chun¬ 
chuses are dangerous in the sense that 
they compel us to scatter. The sol¬ 
diers are not braver than in 1900, 
but it is diflinilt to get di>t of the 
way of a dynamite cartridge, which 
is always easy to lay on the rails 
when a train is passing, What is 
specially Important is to prevent the 
execution of an outrage which would 
'stop railway cnuuiiunication for 
prolonged fwriod. In this connection 
we can be s.irc that, stimulated by 
the indefatigable activity of its chief 
General TchitchagofT, the frontier 
guard will be fully cflual to the task 
before it.

tnony was limited. The German em¬ 
peror thought those ^Scotch she<'T>- 
dogs which had l)een trained in nrt>- 
bulanco work should be presented to 
the association. The thn.v animeis 
are experted to reach Tsarskoo SeUi 
In the course of a few days, and after 
their capabilities have been tt'sted 
they will he sent to the far east. The 
association will itself very shortly 
Undertake the training of dogs for 
ambulance work. The dogs arc to be 
taught to succor wounded in one or 
two ways. They will v»e trained 
when they have found a wounded man. 
cither to remain by his side and at¬ 
tract the attention of the ambulance 
by barking, or to go silently in 
search of the ambulance corps and 
conduct them to the spot where the 
wounded man is lying. The dogs will 
a wallet strapgx'd on their 
ba^ks, containing brandy. restorativ(*s 
and water. It is said that Japan's 
military authorities have also decided 
to use u&bulaiice dogs.

THIBET’S SACKED BOOK. 

Bible an Enormoiis Work in 
Wooden Blocks. 

The Kan-gyur. or Thibetan Bible, 
consists of 108 volumes of one thou¬ 
sand pages each, containing 1,083 
separate boofes. Each of the volumes 
weighs ten pounds and forms a pack¬ 
age twenty-six inches long, eight 
inches deep. This •Bible requires a 
dozen yaks for its transport, and the 
carved wooden blocks from which it 
is printed needs rows of houses, like 
a city, for their storage. A trilK? of 
Mongols paid 7,000 oxen for the 
copy of this Bible. In addition to 
the Bible there are 225 \obim'’8 o{ 
commentaries, which arc necc.ssary for 
its understanding, 'fhere is also a 
largo collection of revelations which 
supplement the Bible. Another re¬ 
ligious book contains om- hundred 
thousand songs partly in praise of 
the gods and partly direction for 
making magic circles. 

Out of tho four million inhabitants 
of Thibet fully m>e million are lamas 
who dwell in lamaseries or monas¬ 
teries. They possess practicall,y all 
the wealth of the country and rule 
it absolutely. 'Phe lamaseries are 
perched up on tops of mountains, so 
they can only be reached by ropes. 

'nte biggest lamasery In Thibet is 
at Daipung, three miles west of 
Lhasa It has a roof of pure gold. 
Seven thousand monks live there. 
The next largest is at Sera, one and 
a half iflHes north of Lhasa. It con¬ 
tains monks. .All the walls 

of its three large temples are over¬ 
laid with pfiro gold. Tho lainnscry 
at Lhtmpo contains d.OOO monks. Tho 
Fam-Ding Inniusery. on the Scorpion 
Lake, contains both monks and nuns, 
and is alwn.vs presided o^•or by a 
woman. This lamasery contains a 
strange chamber, where tfll the dead 
hofiics of pi'pN ions l.rfidy Abbes.ses are 
laid out. The livfrg abbess must 
visit this room just once in her life¬ 
time. The abbess is tnown in 'Ihi- 
het as the Diamond Sow. All these 
lamaseries are filled with idols. de¬ 
corated with gold and precious 
stones.

PRESS BULLETIN FROM 
ONTARIO agricultural 
COLLEGE, GUELPH. 

Some years ago a German scientist, 
Nobbe, conceived tbe idea of preparieg 
Cultures of tbe nodule-forming bacteria 
for treating the seed of legumes, and 
under tbe commercial name of “Nilra- 
gin”, cultures of the seed of bacteria 
which take the free nitrogen from 
the air and give it up to the plant 
were prepared and sent out by a firm 
of manufacturing chemists in Ger¬ 
many. It was found that the bac*^ 
teria in these preparations were uoU 
virulent, that is to say they were un¬ 
able to penetrate tbe roots of the 
legumes and form nodules. The lack 
of efiicency was probably due to the 
artificial conditions under which they 
were grown. 

Later, this subject was ve-y fully 
investifiated by the Division of 
Vegetable Physiology and Pathology 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Dr. Moore who had this 
work in charge, * discovered that the 
bacteria quickly lost their virulence 
when nitrogen was supplied to them 
in their food ; but if a food was pre- 
pared which contained no nitrogoo, 
the organisms virulent and infected 
the roots when brought in contact 
with them. After numerous trials, he 
was able to announce that the Depart¬ 
ment of Vegetable Physiology was 
able to supply the farmers cultures or 
growths of the nitrogen-fixing bacteria 
for the inoculation of tbe seeds of' 
legumes. This year tlie United States 
Department of Agriculture ar^sending 
out cultures of the various nodule- 
form bacteria. The organisms are 
sent out in cardboard boxes contain¬ 
ing three packages. Number one pack¬ 
age contains certain salts, and the 
farmer dissolves them in a gallon of 
clean water; then the second package 
is opened, which contains a piece of 
cotton wool upon- which nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria have been dried ; this 
is placed in the solption. The tub is 
covered and set aside in a warm place 
for 24 hours. After 24 hours the 
contents of iho third package are add¬ 
ed, and in another 24 hours the solut¬ 
ion is ready for use and is sprinkled 
upon the seeds to be treated. The 
seed is then dried in a shady place and 
planted in the usual way. 

This method was patented by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
tue in order to guarantee the privilege 
of use by the public. 

The Bacteriological Department of 
the Ontario Agricultural College has 
been working on the problem for some 
time and is now able to anuounce that 
it can send out culturos or growths of 
the nitrogen-fixing bacteria to those 
who apply. The cultures w’ill be sent 
out in liquid form, similar to the buro 
cultures or starters that this Depart¬ 
ment sends out to butter and cheese 
Makers lor giving good flavor to butter 
and cheese.

it can send out culturos or growths of 
the nitrogen-fixing bacteria to those 
who apply. The cultures will be sent 
out in liquid form, similar to the bure 
cultures or starters that this Depart¬ 
ment sends out to butter and cheese 
Makers lor giving good flavor to butter 
and cheese. All the farmer has to do 
is to empty the culture into a half gal¬ 
lon of pure water, stir well, and then 
sprinkle it on the seed. Each seed 
should be touched by the solution. 
The seed is then dried In a shady place 
and planted in the usual manner. 

Cultures of the right kind of bacter¬ 
ia for treating the following seeds:— 
clovers (white, rod) beans, soy beans 
pea«, lucerne or alfalfa, and vetches 
are ready for distribution. The 
advantages likely to ensue from the 
use of tlicse cultures areas follows: 

Soils ieheient in legume bacteria are 
quickly supplied with these important 
organism. 

Every single seed is surrounded 
with a covering of bacteria, which 
after germination, penetrate into the 
root hairs and begin their activity in 
collecting the free nitrogen of the air 
and giving it up to the plant, so that 
without nitrogenous manuring, and on 
soils poor in nitrogen, a fair or good 
yield is assured. 

Through the activity of the 
nodule-forming, bacteria, the soil be¬ 
comes richer in assimilable nitrogen, 
which also goes to the benefit of the 
succeeding crops.

“Uozen” Is from Hie French dou- 
ruiiie, a collection of urtich's generally 
numbered together. It Is iiHe«l in the 
Herefordshire iKieins, IliDO, and shows 
French for the first time encroaching 
upon English ntinicrals. This oiishrliiea 
a great historical fact, for from IL’1’0 lo 
lliSO It was the custom ,to look to 
Franco ns louder of all Europe In art, 
chivalry, fashion, war and learning. 

''Score” for twenty came Into the lan¬ 
guage nearly at the same lime, hut 
was not oxelusivoly French.

The Inventor of mnehlnery f«ir paper 
making, u.s disiingaisIuMi from laere 
pulping machin<‘s. was I.oiiis Itoliert. a 
clerk ill the employment of Messr.s, 
lUdot of the Es.^onnes paper milks, 
near Paris. In ]7hS he (Himplotisl a 
small model for a contimions web of 
paper on an eiulh'ss wire cloth, to 
which rotary motion was applied. Con- 
tlnuoua length was thus secured, 
though nt first tlio width was only 
that of an ortliiiary piece of tape. 

A muciiine soon foll«)w«.sl producing 
a width of twenty-four Inches, f«ir 
which llobort h;ul u patent from the 
FiTueli giivernment and a reward of 
8,000 frams. Messrs. Illdot h»)nght 
this patent and the luaehim^s, and iu 
1801 indneed a well known English 
firm — Fourdrlimler— to take it up- 
llelpeil by u clever young meehanio

“Well,” replletl the clothier, *' 'shod- 
dy’ la used in the coiiBtructloD of many 
I fabrics which go into the manufacture 
I of clothing for both men and women. 
{ It la so skillfully combined In recent 
I years that it is not possible for any 
I but an cxi>ert to detect it until the 
goods are worn to some extent. Shod¬ 
dy clotlia are unnle from cj^p yarns 
spun over cotton wnrp. T^io yarns 
are spun from old woolen rags chop¬ 
ped into waste, then curded und spun 
into threads of various sizes and 
strength, Tlio cloth Is soft, nicely fin- 
IhIkmI and attractive lu appearance and 
coinpnrntlvely free from liniicrfectlons. 
The gixHls cost the clothier from 15 to 
30 cents a yard, and u larger yardage 
is consumoil than of any other kind of 
goods manufactured for men's weor, 

“One of the advantages of the shoddy 
is that it can be woven Into puttunis 
almllnr to tho.se of the most expcMislvo 
woolens, which Is not olways true with 
respect to pure cotton yarn, which, be¬ 
ing hard and wiry, does not lend itself 
to soft effects." 


DOVECOTS IN SCOTLAND. 


Aecordlnc to Law, No One May Bolld 
More Tlinn One. 

It Is not universally knowa that the 
right of erecting a dovecot was a priv¬ 
ilege only to be enjoyed in England by 
the lords of the manor, and the law 
was Ylgoronsly enforced on this point. 
But in Scotland, according to a statute 
still held In observance, nobody has a 
right to build a cot in either town or 
country unless he is the owner of land 
yielding about IMkJ imperial bushels of 
produce per annum, and this property 
must be Hltuated within at least two 
miles of the dovecot or pigeon Iioyse, 
A further enactment also states that 
on the above named conditions only 
one cot shall he t>unt. 

A dlstlngnlslusl authority on liuR- 
bandry estimated that In 1(»28 tlicre 
were liikOlk) dove<-ots In England and 
that, allowing 5»Mi pairs to each house, 
the damage wrought by thqi birds In 
devouring corn would work ftjiit at no 
less than 13,(KK).P(Ki hnshels—tha'tJs, an 
nllowanco of four bushels yearly to 
eoch i»/»ir. .\ny one who destroyed a 
cot was guilty of theft and Is so held 
■t the present time In Scotland (the 
act was passed In ITMib, while a third 
olTenso of dovecot breaking was capi¬ 
tally punlsliiiblc, I’crfeot specimens 
of thesi* cots are b<*eomlng scarcer ev¬ 
ery year.—Hour (Jbi.ss.

(juicksnmls, then, are sands from 
wliicli tlie water Is not drained .away, 
either l»*cause a constant current 
pas.-<es tlirougli them or lt(*eaiise tlier* 
Is a dense snh.siraliim of clay or rock. 
They are lonunealy found near tha 
moiillis of large rivers or wliere ihera 
are springs or on Hat beaches. 

Probably Iboso who fall into quick- 
s;unls wouhl not he engulfed if tliey 
kept <|nite i)Uiet. As s<n)n as the sand 
reached llielr chin they would bo sup- 
port'd ralher mori- than if they wore 
in ordinary water, owing to the greater

The record speeches 
of Chatham and his rivals, preser\'€d 
as models of rhetoric and exercises in 
elocution, were not really spoken by 
them, says the Xiondon Dally Mail, 
but were written from memory and 
imagination by Dr. Johnson The 
pure Saxon and line imagery pf John 
Bright’s speeches stand on Arm ^ound 
of historic truth, and set an almost 
I unapproachable standard for writers 
I and speakers. None of our latter-day 
statesmen rival him. No one trios 
to equal the matchless flow of Hr. 
Gladstone’s speech, or his range of 
subject, or hopes to equal his mag¬ 
netic power over an audience. 

I But Parllqinont has not entirely lost 
^by the change to a more businesslike 
style. Speeches are much shorter 
I now-a-days; no one save Gerald Bal- 
ifour ventures to speak more than an 
hour and a half. The florid stylo 
j has gone.

Dangerous as lie is in destructive 
mood, using sletlgr'hammer stroke.s, ho 
I is even more to bo feared in hi.s 
I playful humors. The “jam and pick- 
lies’' o;-eech. in vhich he toyed with 
Mr. Winston Churchill as a cat does 
with .o tiny jnous<>, wa.s t>no of the 
yems of last session. 

I The Prime Minister in some respects 
equals Mr., Chamberlain. No one is 
more alert at seizing on a false note 
in an opponent’o sl'eech or getting 
his rapier into a chink in the armor. 
Infinite de.xterity ond the faculty of 
throwing his whole soul into a case, 
his personal forcx^ and the power of 
attracting or rousing the loyalty of 
followers give him immense advant¬ 
age.

IK THE CAUSE OF PEACE. 

How Archibald Forbes Saved 
France From a Great Petti. 


Many a cherished posscseioMs laid 
upon the altar of patriotism, but it 
is seldom that a kind of a sacrifice 
us was made by Archibald Forbes, 
the war correspondent. St. Meuse, 
as Mr. Forbes calls the town, 
although that was not really its 
name, was one of the last French 
cities on which Germany kept its 
hold. The indemnity had been paid 
and the Germans were about to eva¬ 
cuate, when Mr. Forbes arrived for 
the purpose of witnessing the return 
of French lightheartedness after three 
years of German rule. 

I got to St. Meuse, says Mr. Forb¬ 
es, a little too early; the fortress 
was still under the German command 
end the town was held^in po.ssession 
in as precise and phlegmatic a man¬ 
ner as if it were to last forever. So 
1 waited, and in the meantime en¬ 
joyed myself. I tried to maintain a 
sort of neutral position, making 
friends with both sides. I chatted 
with the Pkench gendarmes and went 
out to ride with the uhlans. 

As the time for the w’lthdrawnl 
drew’ near the feeling against the 
German soldiers increased, and 1 be¬ 
gan to notice a marked coldness to¬ 
ward myself on the part of the na¬ 
tives. St. Meuse was gifUing to r<>- 
gard me as a German s^Tnpathizer. 

One day I received a request from 
Monsieur le Maire to visit him nt 
his oflice in the Hotel de Ville. Go¬ 
ing there, 1 found the mayor impor¬ 
tant though civil. 

“Monsieur," he said, “the troops 
leave to-morrow. The last Gorman 
civilians go by the early morning 
train, not caring to remain after 
the soldiers are gone." 

"Yes," said I. 

"Let me hope you go with them." 

“OK, no," I replied. “I came on 
purpose to sec the evacuation. Why 
should Monsieur le Maire wish to 
balk my natural curiosity?" 

'Fho mayor showed evidences of 
great embarrassment. 

It was a critical state of afTuirs, 
he explained; and He was very an¬ 
xious there should bo no demonstra¬ 
tion or disorder. A spark might 
cause n riot, and I might bo tliat 
spark. 

“You are much in the German's 
society," he went on. “And you 
much resemble them with your great, 
yellow’ beard nnd your broad siiould- 
ere. Our citizens nro in no temper 
to make fine distinctions of nation¬ 
ality, and might not be lender with 
you when spiked helmets arc away. 
The truth is," cried the mayor, 
bursting into plain speech, “I'm 
afraid you’ll be mobbed! Then the 
Germans will come hack, the evacua¬ 
tion will be postj)oned. and I’ll get 
bullyragged by the government and 
St. Meuse will be abused!"

OM-twtUth of the Population 
of Tibet U to Provided 
For. 

Td the EurojMfta mind the word 
monastery conjuree up a vision of 
a dignified building, having a very 
email allowance of window to an im¬ 
posing amount of massive wall, whose 
Inmates possess all things in com¬ 
mon, says a writer in the Xx>ndon 
Morning l.eader. 

A Tibetan monastery is not a bit 
like that. Except in the sa^ed city 
of Lhassa itself, all the large Lamae- 
earics— to give them Iheir proper 
namoy-aro walled villages, situated in 
some' eecluded part of the districts 
to which they severally bolcng. Some 
of them contain as n:any as 7*,0(X) 
monks. Many accouunodatc from 2,- 
000 to 5,000. • 

Do these figures seem preposterous? 
They are fully accounted for by the 
no less preposterous fact that one- 
twelfth of the entire population of 
the country is ahsorbed in Its moi>- 
astlc system. The third son in every 
poor family and the fourth in every 
richer household is soon marched off 
to the neighboring l.ammassary as 
J being one too ninny for home life, 
and. in addition to the recruits thus 
j regularly suriplletl, there are those 
jwho become monks from choice, and 
I others who are persuaded into the 
I life by Lamas, who see in them quor 
jlities likely to bo of special service 
to Buddhism. 

MONK.S LIVE WELL. 

There is no uniform standard of 
living In thest* big Lamossarles. TTie 
monks who have private incanB. or 
hold official positions, have houses to 
ihem.selves. and faro as sumptuously 
as they choose. Those less favored 
by fortune content themselves with 
one small room in a habitation of 
many tenants, or else dwell with the 
richer brethren as servants. 

But oven these latter have an easy 
and luxurious life compared with 
that of the Tibetan laity, who not 
only have to pay them tithes four 
limes a year, but to keep them well 
supplied with cooked food into the 
bargain. Every morning a certain 
number of brethren line up on either 
side of the road leading to their 
Lamassary to receive the offerings of 
the faithful. The making of these— 
more or less—voluntary gifts, to¬ 
gether with the punctual payment of 
tithes, either in kind or in currency, 
Sf'oms to be about all the religious 
duty ever expected of—or performed 
by—a Tibetan layman or laywoman. 

Truth to tell, but few of them 
would hn^ e time for moi’e, even if 
they had th'’ inclination, for, what 
with the demands of the Lamassaries 
and the exactions of the temporal of¬ 
ficials—native and (llhinose—the life of 
the ordinary 'IMlxUan traders and ag¬ 
riculturists is one of perpetual tux- 
jmying aqd toil--of wliich, \>y the 
way, the women do nil the heaviest 
and hardest part. 

TWO OUEAT .SECTS. 

Tibetan Buddhism to-day, liRe 
English protestaniem a century ago, 
comprises two great sects. One is the 
“Ge luk pas," »which has the Dalai 
Lama as its head, and may bo de- 
acribed as the State Church. I'Ko 
other is the “Ga luk-pns, ' which 
holds a position .anulogou.s to that 
occupied by Methodism in Wesley's 
time, and for many a year after his 
death. Its siuritual chief is n gentle¬ 
man rejoicing in the impofnng name 
of Pon-KhIn-rhinbo-lihic (Precious. 
Groat, All-Knowing'Master). He is re¬ 
puted to be a brother of the 'Dalai 
Lama, nnd it i.s certain llint he is 
nearly equal to that myslerious per¬ 
sonage in power and influence.

But\ in order to 
obtain the Ge-dong. or w’cond degree, 
he must be able to read and write a 
little, To qualify ns a G»*-Ung ftlie 
third degree), he must be aide to 
read nnd write well, and must have 
undergone a course of serious study, 
while to attain the rank and title of 
Ijoma he has to undergo an examina¬ 
tion in theolog>' and general know- 
'icdgc of so stiff a character that only 
*two. or at the most three, out of ev¬ 
ery thousand cnndiflates emerge from 
the ordeal successfully. 

The minimum fee exacted from 
every candidate for this degree is 
.'>00 taels, and i.s one of the ways In 
which Lhassa—nt once the Rome nnd 
Ox ord of Tibetan Uuddhimii bos 
grown rich beyond the dreams of 
avarice.
